Carelessness 

Frequenters of Forest Areas 
Asked to Extinguish Thoroughly 
All Camp Fires. 

Each year-Fife Ranger Harry 
Boulton issues a warning to all 
frequenters of the forest areas 
to be careful with fire. He again 
issues the warning, this time with 
more earnestness than before. The 
hot summer days are upon us 
which iwill result in the forests 
becoming tinder-dry with the fire 
hazard lurking everywhere. The 
spark of a match or cigarette, 
lightning, a camp fire not proper¬ 
ly extinguished, all are common 
causes of fires which create enor¬ 
mous expense and the loss of 
valuable timber which takes years 
to replace. 

All citizens have recently heard 
Dominion government officials 
broadcast on the necessity of the 
people of Canada using the ut¬ 
most care in preventing forest 
fires and so conserve the timber 
for Canada’s war effort.

Osvaldo Sebastiani, private secre¬ 
tary to Premier Mussolini, has re¬ 
signed for "private reasons." 

Wilhelm IL, former kaiser of im¬ 
perial Germany, was buried at Doom, 
German-occupied Netherlands, with 
rites he arranged 40 years ago. 

The Petain government forbade 
producers of butter and cheese to 
sell directly to individual purchasers 
except at fairs and regular markets. 

British authorities withdrew per¬ 
mits allowing Spaniards to enter the 
Gibraltar military zone to work on 
defence projects, which now are vir¬ 
tually completed.

Solved The Problem 

Manitoba Beekeeper Raises Bee 
Plants To Save Clover Crop 

Another interesting floral sideline 
has cropped up lately in the outside 
sown annual flowers that are known 
to be honey or bee plants. Finding 
his clover crop attacked by insects, 
one of the leading Manitoba bee¬ 
keepers N. Pankiu, of Dufrost, Mani¬ 
toba, set about to see if he could not 
counteract the lack of honey flow 
caused by the destruction of his 
clover, through the use of different 
annual flowers that are known to 
supply nectar and pollen. Mr. Pan- 
kit has had such a satisfactory re¬ 
sponse that he now has over two 
acres each season in outside sown 
Annual “Bee Plants,” flowers such! 
as Mignonette, Larkspur, Borage and j 
Cleome. He finds that some annual 
types such as the tall growing J 
Cleome can be sown with an ordinary j 
grain drill, and last year on his farm 
a half acre of this flower was well 
worth seeing, from both the human | 
and bee standpoint. 

Approaches The Maximum 

New Plate Glass Is Clearer Than 
Any Produced Before 

Glass technology has given us in 
recent years flame-proof, shock- 
proof, and safety glass, and glass 
sandwiches that aid greatly in the 
safety of automobile windows. Now 
a Pittsburgh company has developed 
water-white plate glass which trans¬ 
mits far more light than any plate 
glass hitherto made. It is especially 
adaptable for multiple glazing, as in 
refrigerator cases, and may be used 
also for double glazing in connection 
with air-conditioning and insulating 
installations. 

The new glass is so clear that one 
can look through a 24-inch light of 
it, edgewise, and see an object al¬ 
most as clearly' and distinctly as 
though the glass were not there. Its 
total transmission of visible light is 
91 per cent., a figure that approaches 
the maximum possible. — Scientific 
American.

In addition arrangements 
have been made to obtain samples of 
attractive printed wool furnishing 
fabrics which have just been com¬ 
pleted in London.

Devastation In Germany i 

Nazis Camouflage Buildings To Pre-j 

vent Damage From R.A.F. Bombs 

The Germans have adopted elabor¬ 
ate methods of camouflage in an en¬ 
deavor to check the devastating i 
Royal Air Force raids on Hamburg, 
Hanover and Bremen. 

A traveller who visited these three 
cities recently told a representative 
of the London Daily Telegraph on 
the German frontier that railway j 
stations at Hanover and Hamburg 
and other equally extensive targets 
were completely hidden under a 
canopy of timber rising on a gentle 
ramp to form an artificial mound. , j 

This was covered with grass and | 
rows of shrubs, the effect from the 
air being that of a road running 
through fields over the crest of a hill. 

The Germans also attempted to 
disguise landmarks by which they 
believe R.A.F. pilots check their 
course near Hamburg. The shape of 
Alster lake has been altered by cov- 
ring parts of it with boards supported 
on piles. Another lake near Ham¬ 
burg has been camouflaged by the 
same method. 

After eight or nine oil storage 
tanks had been blown up near Han¬ 
over, and production stopped for sev¬ 
eral weeks, the Nazis covered the 
remaining tanks by erecting dummy 
houses on top. 

Local residents told the informant j 
millions of marks had been spent in j 
camouflaging landmarks. | 

Describing devastation in the three i 
cities, he said Hanover suffered 
great damage. Whole streets in the | 
industrial districts have been "blown 1 
completely flat.” 

One of the most important targets 
which has been hit several times is j 
the Continental rubber works, which: 
makes rubber boats for the German ' 
air force and a kind of rubber casing 1 
which the Germans are now using j 
to cover parts of submarines: As aj 
result of one R.A.F. attack the fac¬ 
tory had to be closed down for 10 
days. 

During another recent raid a Han- j 
over tram depot received a direct i 
hit and was burned out, 145 trams i 
and buses being destroyed. Trans¬ 
port in the city now is chaotic. 

At Hamburg the traveller was im¬ 
pressed by the tremendous devasta¬ 
tion in the port area. Piles of debris , 
and gutted buildings could be seen 
everywhere, and much damage had . 
been done to port Installations. | 

In the free port of Bremen the 
traveller saw the skeleton of grain 
and coffee warehouses. Goods now 
are being stored in empty villas to' 
distribute the risk. 

The informant was an eye-witness 
! to all this damage but he also re¬ 
ceived reports of the bombing of 
various other places. One was that ( 

! the submarine dockyard at Wilhelm- j 
shaven now was useless. I 

! In Kiel it was estimated 15,000! 
persons have been bombed out of 
houses in the dock area. From these 
two towns and Emden crowded trains 
leave daily carrying people to the 
Harz mountains and Turingia.

Anti-Submarine Device 

New Invention Would Drive Enemy 
U-Bdats From The Seas 

Charles/ F. Kettering,- a leading 
American inventor, predicted Ger¬ 
man submarines would be driven 
from the seas by development of a 
device to catch them on the surface 
at night. The engineering genius 
who gave the automobile industry 
the self starter, expressed a belief 
that the anti-submarine device would 
be completed and in operation "with¬ 
in a reasonable time.” 

"We have been working with the 
navy for six years,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to General Motors research divi¬ 
sion which he heads. "It's not going 
to be too hard to beat the subs.” 

Kettering also said the problem of 
interception of r.ight bombers “is be¬ 
ing licked now” in Britain by detec¬ 
tion devices "now in production.” 

Kettering told a group of returned 
American war correspondents that 
one of the big advantages the United 
States navy has over other navies is 
in the engine being installed in new 
submarines. 

“With that engine, our subs can 
go 17 to 20 knots and more on the 
surface—fast enough to keep up with 
the fleet,” he said. “The subs other 
countries have go along at 10 or 11.”

Peter had had to jus¬ 
tify his conduct to the other breth¬ 
ren at Jerusalem, and when they 
heard the circumstances they had 
glorified God. saying, "Then the Gen¬ 
tiles also hath God granted repent¬ 
ance unto life.”

An urgent demand for an end to 
apathy regarding public health is 
voiced in an editorial by Dr. Gordon 
Bates, appearing in the current issue 
of "Health”, official organ of the 
Health League of Canada. 

"The development of a strong pub¬ 
lic opinion in favor of health meas¬ 
ures—is a crying need in Canada at 
this time,” says the writer, who 
calls for a change of heart on the 
subject by both legislators and pub¬ 
lic. “In war time we should re¬ 
member that the health and secur¬ 
ity of Canadians is one of the main 
things we are fighting for,” he de¬ 
clares. 

The editorial points out that, de¬ 
spite the fact that the infant mor¬ 
ality rate fell as soon as Toronto be¬ 
gan to pasteurize its milk, and that 
bovine tuberculosis disappeared from 
the city almost overnight, pasteur¬ 
ization as a means of saving life was 
not adopted, by Ontario as a whole, 

, until 24 years later. Even to-day, not 
another province in Canada has fol- 
: lowed the example set by Ontario. 

Much the same is the general at¬ 
titude toward toxoid. While in To- 
! ronto its persistent and consistent 
use over a number of years had re¬ 
sulted in there being not one single 
■ case of diphtheria during 1940, there 
were throughout Canada during the 
last year of record 2,851 cases and 
i 336 deaths. Systematic use of toxoid 
' throughout the Dominion would have 
prevented most, if not all, of these 
cases. 

Calling for Federal and interpro¬ 
vincial co-operation in this matter, 
Dr. Bates declares that the future of 
the country depends not on the num¬ 
ber of hospitals and institutions it 
provides for the sick and unfit, but 
on the intelligent and general use of 
preventive medicine and preventive 
health legislation.

NOTES AND COMMENTS

D AYLIGHT saving is again the subject of contro¬ 
versy in western Canada. Edmonton ^started it 
in Alberta with letters to city and town councils asking 
them to endorse a resolution that daylight saving be 
put in effect in the province. In Macleod no agitation 
has been heard for it. We are so near the boundary 
line of British Columbia, where mountain standard 
time changes to Paclific time on the railroad, that when 
it is 7 a.m. here it is only 6 a.m. 70 miles west, accord¬ 
ing to railroad time, or to be exact, standard time. 
Canada is such a vast country that it has five time 
zones: Atlantic, Eastern, Central, Mountain and Pacific 
standard times on which the railroads operate. Locally 
we use mountain standard time, as in fact does the 
province. If cities and rural districts of the east find 
it advantageous to use daylight saving time, there 
must be good reason for it. So far as this province 
is concerned, we have never seen that advantage 
would accrue. Those who wish to take advantage 
of daylight saving can quite easily get up an hour 
earlier. Alberta has such long hours of sunshine that 
if we adopt daylight saving we would in midsummer 
often be going to bed while it is still daylight. Anothei 
point that strikes us is that no matter whether we have 
daylight saving or standard time, there will always be 
plenty of people behind time in filling their appoint¬ 
ments or getting to offices or stores on time in the 
morning. If daylight savers are so eager about it, by 
all means let them arise at any old time they like after 
midnight, but for heaven’s sake don’t try and make 
all others subject to rising at an unearthly hour. 

M URDER and piracy on the high seas continues. 

Germany’s latest act is the sinking of the Robin 
Moor, a United States freighter engaged in peaceful 
trade. Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, speaking 
in aid of the Victory Loan drive on Monday night 
in Montreal, clearly indicated his country’s feelings 
on this incident and the sinking of another ship, the 
Xanzam, on which were American citizens. Pacifiists 
and isolationists must be aroused from their feelings 
of security by these acts, for the seriousness of such 
wanton acts cannot be ignored. He who does not 
fight to defend his liberty will eventually have no 
liberty to defend, as the condition of France, once a 
proud republic, clearly demonstrates. 

T OWNS of the Crows Nest Pass have done splendid¬ 
ly in the Victory Loan campaign. Blairmore had 
the advantage of one subscription of $60,000 towards 
their objective, which in itself was more than the quota 
set for that town. Coleman has far exceeded its quota. 

In fact the Pincher Creek - Crows Nest district ranks 
among the highest, if not the highest, in excess of its 
quota for the whole Dominion. Macleod was still 
behind its quota on Tuesday night, causing some 
concern to the committee in charge. The quota was 
considered high when it was set, but no objection 
was raised, as the committee determined they would 
aim at reaching it, and they still have hopes that the 
$130,000 mark will be attained. It is urgent that the 
wage earner purchase bonds,, even in $50 units, for 
theyv are a good form of savings accounts, earning 
more'mterest than in a savings bank. It is not nec¬ 
essary to have the cash' to pay except for the initial 
payment of ten per cent, of the value of the bond. 
Workers even on small wages can buy bonds under 
this arrangement if there is the will to help in Can¬ 
ada’s greatest war loan campaign. From patriotic 
motives alone, the effort should be made by every 
individual to BUY A BOND. 

I T was to say the least, amusing to read how some 
country editors re-acted to the request of Premier 
Aberhart that they give all possible support to the war 
effort. For months, in fact since the war started, they 
have been giving publicity to every department of 
the war activities, to war services campaigns and Red 
Cross appeals. At this belated date the premier 
suddenly realizes, apparently, that he and his follow¬ 
ers have got to do something more than talk and 
preach about* their funny money theories. 

C OLEMAN’S homing society arouses interest, not 
only among those who own the pigeons which 
compete, but among {he general public. To read 
the weekly records of these birds makes one realize 
that these stvift winged messengers are performing 
a valuable service in war zones. During Great War 
I they proved their value, and again in this war they 
are being extensively used. Many incidents of what 
in human beings would be recorded as heroism have 
been related of their achievements during the war. 

It is said that every man has a hobby. This is a 
hobby which not only creates a love of birds, but 
shows that they are endowed with wonderful powers 
of endurance which makes man’s power appear sur¬ 
prisingly small in comparison. 


The War On Churches 

Hitherto unpublished figures, 
giving what is thought to be a 
reasonably accurate account *of 
damage done in air raids to 
churches and other church property 
up to the beginning of February, 
is given by the Ministry of In¬ 
formation. 

In all, 714 churches were des¬ 
troyed and seriously damaged. 
Anglican 282; Free Churches: 
Baptist 89‘, Congregational 123, 
Methodist 118, Presbyterian 
Church of England 17, 'other Free 
Churches 22, making a Free 
Church total of 369. Roman Cath¬ 
olic 58. An additional 1,231 re¬ 
ceived less serious damage. Angli¬ 
can 386, Free Churches 710, Roman 
Catholic 135. This makes a grand 
total of about 2,000 places of 
worship destroyed or injured by 
German bombs, and to this must 
be added many hundreds of 
church properties, halls, hostels, 
vicarages. Among cathedrals des¬ 
troyed or seriously damaged are 
Coventry and St. Paul’s with its 
main fabric unhurt. Cathedrals 
less seriously damaged include 
those of Liverpool, Manchester, 
Sheffield, Rochester, Canterbury 
and Westminster Cathedral. Lon¬ 
don’s famous City Temple has 
been completely shattered. 

Canadian churches are giving 
assistance to the mother churches. 
The United Church of Canada is 
endeavoring to raise $50,000 to 
this fund. Anyone desirous of 
giving assistance may hand their 
contribution to the treasurer or 
minister of St. Paul’s United 
Church, Coleman, or place their 
contribution on the offering plate 
on Sunday. This Fund is worthy 
of your attention.

While the Dominion government 
has imposed a three cents a gallon 
gasoline tax, this should not deter 
U.S. tourist traific from entering 
this country. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association have given some study 
to the question and feel that while 
in some cases the new tax may 
keep a few tourists away, this will 
not be a general result, by any 
means. 

While provincial and dominion 
gasoline taxes have the effect of 
adding 10 cents a gallon to the 
price of gasoline, the U.S. tourist 
Obtains a premium of 10 per cent 
on the money he brings into Can¬ 
ada. The result is that his ex¬ 
change premium more than offsets 
any additional cost of his fuel. 

Thus, Albertans should intensify 
their efforts to attract more U.S. 
tourists this year. They should 
point out that Canada has not 
imposed border restrictions on 
tourists because of the war, and 
that every possible effort is made 
to make the U.S. tourist welcome 
to this country. 

Another aspect which should be 
considered, in the opinion of of¬ 
ficials of the A.M.A., is that many 
of these American tourists are 
anxious to help Canada in winning 
the war, and realize that they 
can do so by coming to this country 
and spending their money here. 

Canada needs more buying 
power in these times, and the 
tourist trade can help substan¬ 
tially. Let’s spare no efforts to 
get more tourists.

ada except Alberta. The reason 
loans are not made to those 
wishing to build homes in Alberta 
is that the credit risk is con¬ 
sidered so hazardous through legis¬ 
lation of the present provincial 
government that applications are 
not entertained. It is a pity when 
hemes are so badly needed in 
the province, and many would 
take advantage of the Act if 
credit were granted.

It is also altogether 
probable that these shifts corre¬ 
spond to Berlin’s plans for the naxt, 
major Nazi move against Britain in’ 
the east, whether it be via North 
Africa, Cyprus, Syria or Turkey. 

Whatever may be the fact as to; 
Moscow-Berlin relations at the mo- j 
ment, however, it does not seem prob. | 
able that Hitler contemplates more I 
than force-politics pressure on Rus-, 
sia at this stage. 

His logical strategy would be to 
wring from her further economic aid 
such as food, and oil, or possibly to; 
immobilize her while he puts the | 
heat oi> Turkey to “collaborate” with 
the Axis against Britain. 

Turkish-Russian relations have 
been very close. There have been 


formal Moscow assurances of aid to 
Turkey If attacked, as well as Rus¬ 
sian gestures of opposition,to German 
penetration of Bulgaria and Yugo¬ 
slavia. 

Except under extreme pressure, 
Moscow could hardly countenance 
Nazi straddling of the Dardanelles 
to reach Iran or Syria. That would 
bar her Black Sea outlet. Yet it is 
the shortest land route for a vast 
German pincer movemen against the 
British forces beyond the Mediter¬ 
ranean. 

It appears unlikely that German 
military efficiency would risk a 2.000- 
mile round-about march through Rus¬ 
sia to reach Iran or Iraq and their 
vitally important oil resources with j 
a better and shorter Turkish route!
